Maximum count was 58 an hour 
up to 1:55 a. m., with the sky two- 
thirds obscured. The “corrective 
rate,” allowing for ~ cloudiness, 
would run above 150 an hour. The 
“corrective rate” for the night be- 
fore was only 76, and from this 
increase Simpson judged that many 
more than 100 an hour would be 
observed after midnight tonight, 
when the earth is to reach the 
densest portion of the Perseid me- 
teor stream. 

Observers in Missoyri and Iili- 
nois have been-asked to report the 


numbers seen in 15 to 80 minute 


periods, between midnight and 4 
a. m., specifying how much of the 
sky was in plain view, to Simpson 
for the scientific use of the meteor 
society. Last year 25 Illinois ob- 
servers reported 1988 meteors and 
30 Missouri observers reported 
2174.

Meadows was one of the State’s 
principa] witnesses at the trial of 
Pierson and it has been pointed 
out that there might be some legal 
question of use of his testimony in 
transcript in the event he were to 
be executed tomorrow, da re- 
trial granted Pierson later. The 
State will be able to have Meadows 
to testify in person in such an 
event, as the Supreme Court will 
take up the appeal at the October 
term and likely act before Jan. 1. 
1933. 

Appeal to U. S. Fails. 

Meadows, who is 56 years old, 
was night watchman at the hotel. 
Originally sentenced to be hanged 
July 15, he received a stay of exe- 
cution until tomorrow, when the 
Missouri Supreme Court granted 
the request of his attorneys for an 
appeal to the United States Su- 
preme Court on the constitutional- 
ity of the capital punishment stat- 
utes in Missouri. 

A majority of the Justices of the 
United States Supreme Court re- 
fused to consider an appeal on 
such a basis and his attorneys 
turned to the Governor. At a con- 
ference yesterday they argued not 
only the point of Meadows’ value 
as a State’s witness, but the great 
disparity between his sentence and 
the 10-year sentence of Robert 
Cotham, night clerk of the hotel, 
who admitted complicity in the fire. 

The expiration of the present 
reprieve will occur after Gov. Caul- 
field has left office the middle of 
January and Meadows’ fate will be 
in the hands of a new Governor. 
The Governor has authority to 
grant a reprieve for any length of 
time he sees fit.

MONETARY GOLD STOCKS 
OF U. S. UP $100,000,000 


Further Additions Assured with Re- 
demption of $50,000,000 Bonds 
by French Railway. 

By the Associated Press 

NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—Since it 
reached low ebb wuring the recent 
outflow of gold, the nation’s mon- 
etary gold stock has increased 
nearly $100,000,000 . 

A major financing wndertaking 
involving the retirement by the 
Paris-Lyons-Mediterranvan Rail- 
road Co., of about $50,000,000 of 
its bonds floated in the last dec- 
ade in the American market, gives 
virtual assurance of exceeding the 
$100,000,000 mark soon. 

The funds, which are being pro- 
vided to take care of this repay- 
ment, come mainly from France's 
gold supply still left under “ear- 
mark” in New York, and not count- 
ed in the American gold stock. 

The monetary gold stock of the 
United States on June 15 was $3,- 
909,000,000. On Aug. 3, the latest 
date for which Federal Reserve 
figures are available, the supply 
was at 33,987,000. 000, an jncrease 
of $78,000,000. Since then, the na- 
tion has gained $14,378,000 of gold, 
according to the daily tabulations 
furnished by the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York.

* gented yesterday to the foreman of

signed by J. W. Wilford, com- 
mander of the former Sixth Regi- 


ment camp on Pennsylvania ave- 


nue, where the rioting started. A 
copy was sent to Senator Hugo 
Black (Dem.), Alabama, who is 
considering asking for a Senate in- 
vestigation. 

Wilford declares in the affidavit 
that “the events of July 28 were 
planned a week in advance at a 
conference between President 
Hoover and certain members of his 
Cabinet.” He adds that on the day 
preceding the trouble “a high Gov- 
ernment official” told Walter W. 
Waters, commander of the s0- 
called bonus expeditionary force, 
what would happen, and that “it 
came off exactly according to 
schedule.” 

Telegraphic dispatches from New 
York quoted Waters as corroborat- 
ing that part of the affidavit. 

Denial by Secret Service. 

Several secret service men, Treas- 
ury agents and inspectors from the 
Immigration Bureau were in the 
camp during the morning preced- 
ing the fighting. Asked to com- 
ment on Whilford’s accusation that 
they precipitated the riot, W. H. 
Moran, chief of the Secret Service, 
said that although his men were 
on the ground, he was positive they 
took no part in inciting the riot.

How Fight Was Ended. 
“That the purpose of it, as I 
see it, was to provoke a riot and 
justify the calling of troops. The 
minute Gen. Glassford mounted a 
brick pile and urged that the men 
stop throwing bricks the fight was 
over. That was about noon. 
“Those plotting to create a real 
riot (not our men) renewed their 
secret efforts. This time they suc- 
ceeded in producing a mixup be- 
tween two policemen and a few 
veterans which resulted in two vet- 
erans being shot and killed by po- 
lice. 

“These two veterans were. not 
members of my camp or of any 
outfit on or near Pennsylvania 
avenue, and, had the men from 
other camps and provocative Gov- 
ernment agents been kept from the 
Third and Pennsylvania avenue 
area during this fatal day of July 
28, Iam firmly convinced that Gen.

Defense May Call Witnesses. 

Gov. Roosevelt then referred to 
a letter he said he received last 
night from Walker, asking for an 
opportunity to examine the wit- 
nesses. Gov. Roosevelt said an op- 
portunity would be given to both 
Walker and his accusers to submit 
to him lists of witnesses they wish- 
ed to call, and that, “on due con- 
sideration,” he would call the wit- 
nesses. 

The Mayor, as a matter of abso- 
lute justice,” Gov. Roosevelt said,

defend himself, and this right will 
be recognized. If the Mayor or his

Forty-five minutes after the in- 
terview was concluded, Moore was 
lying dead on the sidewalk in front 
of the Central ‘Trades Council 
headquarters, 606 St. Louis avenue, 
East St. Louis, with 27 machine gun 
bullets in his body. Throughout 
the interview he voiced his defi- 
ance of the Shelton of East 
Side racketeers who, he asserted, 
had been employed as guard by the 
Phillips company. 


Interview in Auto. 

The interview took place in an 
automobile parked near the corner 
of Collinsville and Swymmitt av- 
enues, East St. Louis, Moore was 
wearing a revolver in a holster, the 
three men with him had revolvers 
and there were two loaded rifles in 
the car. 

“Sure, I've been threatened,” 
Moore said in response to the re- 
porter’s questions. Tou see, the 
Shelton gang hasn’t been making 
any money out of bootlegging re- 
cently and so they're trying to 
make a racket out of labor in East 
St. Louis. 

“But East St. Louis labor is not 
going to be intimidated by gang- 
sters. Carl Shelton and his mob 
aren’t big enough to make a racket 
out of labor here. 

Tells of $30,000 Offer. 

“Why, I was offered $30,000 by 
the Shelton gang if I'd move out 
and let labor alone. I turned that 
down. 

“Word has reached me that the 
Shelton gang is out to get me, that 
they’ve imported six carloads of 
red-hots from Peoria to bump me 
off. Well, let them try it. They 
can’t intimidate East St. Louis la- 
bor. 

“You see, this isn't an ordinary 
labor dispute, It’s a four-way fight, 
involving the tactics of the Phil- 
lips Petroleum Co., the efforts of 
the Sheltons to take the East Side 
law enforcement agencies and labor 
into their own hands, the Sheriff's 
office, which has been protecting 
the unions from the Sheltons, and 
the East St. Louis Police Depart- 
ment, which has been just sort of 
standing by.

Union labor unloaded 
the steel, but you see, the Chicago 
company doesn't recognize the 
union. 

“We didn't care that the Chicago 
company had constructed the stuff 
with non-union labor. There were 
so many laborers idle that we were 
willing to sacrifice a principle in 
order to put the men to work. 
“But that spring, after the steel 
had been unloaded, our men were 
locked out of the Phillips plant. 
They were boilermakers, hoisting 
engineers, steamfitters, carpenters 
and laborers. 

Meeting With Chicago Firm. 
“We had had a meeting with the 
Chicago Bridge and Iron Co., ask- 
ing them to employ local labor, 
and although the International 
Union did not sanction piece work;

“But the construction superin- 
tendent told us he had already 
hired outsiders and guards and he 
refused to hire any local men.”

Four guards at the Phil- 
lips plant were slightly wounded 
with shotgun pellets and two Phil- 
lips stations in East St. Louis were 
bombed.

GLAY-EATING COLONY 
ON EWING AVENUE HI 


Pastime Develops Quite a Fol- 
lowing; Tang“ of Dirt, Not 
Hunger, Attracts. 


Down on South Ewing avenue, in 
the vicinity of the Mill Creek Val- 
ley railroad tracks, many Negroes 
and a few white persons indulge in 
the unusual pastime of eating clay 
~—not, however, because they are 
hungry and have nothing else to 
eat, but because they like it. Their 
source of supply is a grassy hill 
just east of the north approach of 
the Ewing avenue foot bridge over 
the railroad tracks. 

There, some 10 or 15 Negroes 
come each day to dig out the clay 
with their hands. They consume it 
with evident relish on the spot, or 
else carry it to their homes, where 
they partake of it at leisure. 

Persons in the cjpity readily 
admit eating clay dirt.“ They 
are unanimous in their contention 
that it has a “pleasant tang and 
is a desirable food. One 50-year- 
old unemployed laborer explained 
that he has been eating clay since 
his childhood in Mississippi. 

“T used to dig the tops off red 
gullies with some friends and then 
scoop the clay out and eat it. It 
leaves a good taste in the mouth 
and I like it still. Wherever I can 
find a good hill, like this one by 
the railroad tracks, I scoop some 
clay out and sample it. Why, say, 
it’s a fine dessert any time,” he 
said. 

His sentiment for clay is shared 
by a 12-year-old colored lad, who 
explains that ever since he can re- 
member he has been eating clay. 

“All the boys in the neighbor- 
hood here play cowboys on these 


hills and most of us stop and grab | | 


some clay.” To convince a report- 
er he picked up sOme sun-baked 
top soil and ate it. r 

Clay-eaters explain that the Ew. 
ing avenue hill is unique because 
it is the only hill in the city whose 
soil is not gritty. “Its quality can 
be improved even more by drying 
over the flue of a stove,” one burly 
Negro said. He is quick to accredit 
the discovery of the hill to section 
hands who were attracted by its 
gleaming red sides several years 
ago. 

Dr. H. A. Bulger, assistant pro- 
fessor of internal medicine at 
Washington University, expressed 
the opinion that it is unlikely that 
the clay is taken as a drug. “It 
is highly probable, however, that 
some Negroes crave it because Tt 
contains lime and calcium lacking 
in their food. It may be, too; that 
they eat it because some of their 
ancestors used it as food in Ak- 
rica,” he says.

BERLIN, Atig. 11.—Adolf Hit- 
lers advance toward the German 
Chancellorship slipped momenta- 
rily into the background today as 
Germany celebrated the thirteenth 
birthday of the republic. 

Outdoor political meetings were 
forbidden, and Republican groups, 
holding their anniversary exercises 
under the guise of party asesem- 
Diiea, remained indoors, for bid- 
den to rejoice openly at the found- 
ing of the repulic. 

The outward form of custom was 
observed in the Reichstag, where 
Baron von Gayl, Minister of the 
Interior, was orator of the day, 
and President Von Hindenburg was 
| cheered as he entered the presi- 
dential box. , : 
“Constitution Needs Revision.” 
Von Gayle Speech was like no 
other on Constitution day. 

“The Constitution does not unite 
Germans; it separates them,” he 
said. “Nevertheless, the Govern- 
ment decided on an official ob- 
servance of this day—not to make 
it a day of celebration, but to seize 
the opportunity for plain 
to the German people. 

“The Constitution needs revision. 
The yearning for a new, free, self- 
determining Germany is becoming 
stronger.” 

He referred to the country’s eco- 
nomic plight, asserted that the 
last 10 year's had been a decade of 
personal ego, and expressed regret 
that the German people had divid- 
ed into two political camps. The 
Constitution of Weimar, he said, 
was but a foundation, and in the 
course of fevision should be 
amended to include a change in 


domination. 

The Socialists, ardent defenders 
of the republic, did not attend. 
Neither did the Communists. Adolf 
Hitler is in the Bavarian Alps.

NATIONAL BANK RESOURCES 
DECREASE $2,294,575,000 


Total $22,367,711,000 in 6150 De- 

positories as Compared With 
Last Dec. 31.

WASHINGTON, Aug. i11.—The 


resources of 6150 national banks in 
the United States on June 30 to- 


taled $22,367,711,000, a decrease of 
$2,294,575,000 since Dec. 31, and a 
decline of $5,274,987,000 since June 
30, 1931. 

This was announced today by J. 
W. Pole, Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency, in a statement saying the 
number of national banks was 223 
fewer than at the end of December, 
the date of the preceding call for 
their condition, and 655 less than 
on June 30, 1931. 

Total deposit liabilities, as shown 
by reports made in response to the 
call, were $17,460,913,000, a de- 
crease of $1,783,434,000 since De- 
cember and a drop of $4,737,327,- 
000 since June a year ago. The 
total deposit liabilities included 
postal savings of $450,275,000, and 
savings pass book accounts of $5,- 
202,248,000. There were 14,149,- 
732 savings accounts, 

Loans and discounts including 
rediscounts on June 30 amounted 
to $10,281,676,000, a decrease of 
$1,639,713,000 in six months and 
of $2,895,809,000 in 12 months. 
Holdings of United States secur- 
ities aggregated $3,352,666,000 an 
increase of $176,191,000 since De- 
cember and an increase of $96,398,- 
0@) in the year. 

The amount of national bank 
notes in circulation on June 30 to- 
taled $652,168,000, compared with 
$627,490,000 on Dec. 31, and $639,- 
304,000 on June 30, 1931. Money 
borrowed aggregated $506,890,000, 
represented by bills payable of 
$378,571,000 and rediscounts of 
$128,319,000. This was $48,475,000 
less than was reported in December 
but $353,357,000 more than it was 
a year ago.

He was taken as 
he was about to enter the city. 
Three of his chief officers were 
arrested with him. The Governor 
telephoned the Government here of 
the capture, and Minister of In- 
terior Casares ordered the four of- 
ficers brought to Madrid immedi- 
tel

timated that by noon today the 
number arrested throughout Spain 
had mounted to 1000.

SOVIET REPORTS DELAY 
IN GRAIN HARVEST 


Newspapers Charge Thefts by 
Peasants and Incompetent 
Farm Leadership. 


By the Associated Prese. 
MOSCOW, Aug. 11.—A serious 


lagging in the grain harvest, com- 
bined with difficulties encountered 


by the Government in making col- 
lections from the peasantry, is of- 
ficially acknowledged. 

Published figures show that with 
the end of the harvest period only 
about three weeks off, 95,465,000 
acres, or only 45.2 per cent of the 
sown area in the Soviet Union, had 
been reaped by Aug. 5, as com- 
pared with 124,787,500 acres, or 
57.4 per cent, on the same date in 
1931. 

July collections—meaning grain 
delivered to the Government by the 
peasants under contract—reached 
only 45.5 per cent of the plan. 
The greatest delays in harvesting 
and collections were found in the 
Ukraine and in the North Cauca- 
sus, the chief producing areas, 
where a devastating drouth was 
experienced last year. 

Although the harvest was expect- 
ed to be ended in those areas by 
that date, the Ukraine has har- 
vested only 65 per cent of its area 
and the North Caucasus only 63 
per cent. July collections in both 
sections were characterized as “very 
bad” and no improvement was 
noted during the first few days of 
August.

naming Russia.

DETAILS OF BRIEF 
REVOLT AT SEVILLE 


By the Associated Press, 

SEVILLE, Spain, Aug. 11. — The 
conquest of Seville yesterday by 
Gen. Jose Sanjuro, chief of Spain's 
short-lived rebellion, was brief. 

A section of the army medical 
corps, a section of the civil gfards, 
and another body of troops from 
the Ninth Infantry Regiment were 
formed before the City Hall a few 
minutes after noon by the Gen- 
eral. He lined them up in a solid 
column. 

Then, before a huge crowd of 
Seville citizens, he read solemnly 
the following proclamation: 
„I., Jose Sanjuro, General in 
the Spanish army, constitute myself 
Captain-General of Andalusia and 
order all previous dispositions con- 
cerning the public order super- 
seded. I also declare the present 
local authorities without jurisdic- 
tion. Long live Spain!” 
Immediately afterward his forces 
scattered and cut telephone and 
telegraph wires. 

Major Delgado and two officers 
went to the Civil Governor's of- 
fice at the head of a column of 
troops and made prisoners of Gov. 


Ramos. 

Meanwhile, Commander Sanchez 
Rubio arrested Mayor la Vendera 
and seven Councilmen who refused 
to obey the orders of the rebels. 
All local officers were imprisoned in 


Sanjuro named the Marquis of 
Sauceda, a Lieutenant-Colonel of 
artillery, Governor of Seville. The 
new Governor closed the head- 
quarters of all labor unions, and 
when the laborers attempted to 
strike, they were ordered back to 
work by the rebel troops.

Immediate construction of all 
necessary approaches to the Mu- 
nicipal Bridge It is suggested 
that $1,500,000 in addition to 
present financing might be ob- 
tained from the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation. 

Paving of city streets, includ- 
ing those in the Memorial Plaza, 
which will be paid for eventually 
by the city, but for which funds 
are not presently available, and 
reconstruction of about 150 miles 
of old macadam pavements, the 
cost of which will eventually be 
charged to owners abutting 
property who are now unable or 
unwilling to stand the expense. 
A loan of $1,200,000 for the for- 
mer and $3,000.000 for the latter 
purpose is suggested to enable 
the city to take advantage of 
present low costs. 

Building of Subway Suggested. 

‘Rehabilitation of the transpor- 
tation system if it should be ac- 
quired by the city. The cost is 
estimated between $1,500,000 and 
$2,000,000. 

Construction of a subway, the 
cost of which is not estimated. 
“The availability of a loan for 
subway purposes,” the report 
says, makes it highly desirable 
that St. Louis either exhaust this 
possibility at this time or give 
up the talk of it.”
